ing a committee to Prineipal Thill 
to make a plea for school dances 


under faculty chaperonage. 

The matter was brought up by} 
Miss Laurel Gulette and those 
speaking in’ favor of dances 


under school auspices argued that 
they would tend to keep pupils 
from frequenting questionable re 
sorts for their dancing, and that 
dances under faculty supervision 
were much more desirable. 

It was further pointed out that 
Chaffey was practically the only 
Junior College in Southern Cali- 
fornia at whieh dancing was not 
permitted and it was stated that 
other schools found dances an 
easy method of financing their 
various enterprises, by making a 
nominal charge for the events 
which is readily paid. Many spoke 


in favor of scho@l dances an 
only one in opposition.

Following the meeting with 
the committee, Mr. Hill called 
a special assembly of J, C. Stu- 
dents, many of whom, however, 
failed to get notice of the meet- 
ing, and stated that he was un- 
qualifiedly opposed to daneing. 
The principal went so far as to 
say that he would rather resign 
his position and go to work dig- 
ging ditches at $3.50 per day 
than to permit dancing in con- 
nection with school affairs, since 
many people sent their children 
to Chaffey largely for the reason 
that dancing was not permitted 
at the school. He took the stand 
that if he permitted dancing in 
the school, he would be breaking 
faith with these parents. 

Mr. Hill declared today that

leading men of the community,

ENRY FORD, building a big automobile 
plant in Chieago and arranging for 
power plants, factories and assembling 
plants in many parts of the country, 
announces that his expansion plan is to go on 
indefinitely, and ‘‘the fundamental idea back 
of the whole scheme is to create more jobs.”’ 
As long as there is a possibility of putting 
more men to work, he says, the Ford policy 
will be to build more plants. 

All this is in pursuance of Mr. Ford’s idea 
that the proper use of money is to make 
work for more men—that giving people a 
chance to make a living is the truest philan- 
thropy. The idea is none the less sound be- 
cause the practical philanthropist practising 
it loses nothing by the process. One or two 
things, however, Mr. Ford seems oddly to 
overlook. 

In much of his industrial expansion he is 
not really ‘‘ereating more jobs’’ but is merely 
substituting jobs in the Ford system for jobs 
pow held in other concerns.

Perhaps French determination that Germany 
shall pay means more bloodshed which cannot 
but be regrettable, but those with memories 
extending back for eight years will not view 
the situation with unmixed dissatisfaction. 
The penalty has not.yet been exacted that 
a sense of justice demands. Clemency also 
makes its mistakes.—San Bernardino Telegram

Now we want to know and realize 
that these conditions are fast chang- 
ing. <A tremendous effort is being 
made to remove all these refugees 
from the land of Turkish rule. The 
able-bodied men between the ages 
of 18 and are being held, but 
“permission” have been given to all 
other Christians to get out of Tur- 
key and the time limit was at first 
set till last of November. 

The N. E. R. workers and the 
refugees themselves took this. to 
mean that if they did not go they 
were pretty sure to be killed where- 
ever they happened to be found, so 
a desperate effort has been made 
(and is still continuing) to help these 
poor unfortunates to other countries 
where their lives would no longer 
be in jeopardy. 

As permission for them to travel 
was not given till late in the fall 
and the time limit so short, we can 
imagine a little of the stampedes 
that have been made from the _ in- 
terior to the coasts. There they hop- 
ed to find ships to take them to 
places where their lives would be 
safe. Ray Moreman has written of 
one such camp of which he has 
charge. His camp was organized of 
people from Smyrna not so far away, 
and started earlier in the season, 
and we are sure much more comfort- 
able and livable than they have come 
to be with vast multitudes swarm- 
ing to Greece in these later weeks 
(Greece being friendly and the near- 
est place of safety).

TIME TOSTART 
OPRING WORK 


It is spring in California. 

It was never more so, owing to the 
extreme forehandedness of the rainy 
season this year. 

Take inventory of the front yard 
and the back lot. The psychological 
moment has arrived. January is the 
time to plant, to spray and prune—- 
almost everything. 

All vegetables except the most ten- 
der sorts may be planted in the open 
this month. Others may be sown in 
hotbeds or boxes for later transplant- 
ing. } 
Fine For Trees 

All fruit trees, including the citrus, 
are most easily transplanted at this 
season, because the sap is dormant 
in the rocts and the tree is “rest- 
ing.”’ 

All flowering perennials and shrubs 
may be successfully set out now, 
Most annuals should not be planted 
until March, when the danger from 
frost is well over. 

Certain of the more hardy 
grown from seed should be 
this month. 

This is also the time to spray. Use 
lime sulphur for deciduous plants 
and trees and resin spray for ever- 
green and citrus.

CALIFORNIA LEADS 
IN IRRIGATED LAND 


In acreage under irrigation Cali- 
fornia has led all the states in the 
Union. This was true when the Hopi 
Indians first brought the waters of 
the streams onto the rich mesas, and 
has been true in increasing ratio 
since. In 1890 there were barely 
more than a million acres under ir- 
rigation in California. The nearest 
competitor was Colorado with nearly 
900,000 acres. In the census of 1910, 
however, Colorado insisted that she 
had gained a slight lead over Cali- 
fornia. The wonderful development 
between 1910 and 1920 was sufficient 
to put California in a safe lead for 
all time to come. The census of 
1920 shows California’s total acreage 
under irrigation to be 4,219,000, while 
Colorado has nearly a million acres 
less, or a total acreage of 2,348,000. 

Professor Adams of the University 
of California estimates that there is 
needed at this moment $12,000,000 to 
carry out construction plans of. irri- 
gation districts and others and that 
there will be needed during the next 
ive years $23,000,000 more. In addi- 
tion there will be needed during the 
next five years $23,000,000 more. In 
addition, there will be needed by 
new irrigation districts, plans for 
which are in the making or organ- 
ization and promotion actually un- 
ler way, $78,000,000. Besides: the, 
above other plans call for develop- 
ment which will reach the enormous 
valuation during the next five years 
of $740,000,000. It is also” ‘roulghly 
estimated that this state will spend 
in the next ten years $350,000,000, 
and during the same time that the 
ontire West will spend over half a 
billion. The expenditures of ‘such 
vast sums is most gratifying to every 
Californian because of the fact that 
it indicates wonderful development 
and growth of opportunity. 

Much of this increase is made pos- 
sible by the development of hydro- 
electric energy, in which California 
is again the long leader. 





Because hy- 
dro-electric power makes possible 
economical pumping, irrigation has 
‘nereased in this _ state. This is 


shown by the fact that irrigation by 
gravity in the decade between 191 
and 1920 increased from 2,354,970 
acres to 2,596,207 acres, while irri- 
gation by pumping in the same per- 
iod increased from 309,134 acres to 
1,470,000 acres. While this increase 
was not all because of electrical 
pumping, the greater portion was. 

The power needs of this state can 
be met by fullest development of. the 
potential hydro-electric power. The 
«stallations already made are suffic- 
fent for present needs, but there is 
levelopment of other resources pos- 
sible which will increase present sup- 
vly by millions of horsepower. The 
need is for people to awake to the 
Dossibilities of hydro-electric devel- 
opment. 

It has been estimated that indus- 
trial plans of the West (11 coast and 
western states) need at this moment 
according to figures secured by the 
Journal of Electricity and Western 
industry: Mining, 983,672 horsepow- 
ar; lumber, 703,387 horsepower; met- 
al, 345,070; sugar, 238,385; food man- 
ufacture, 287,654; oil and gas, 202,- 
925; flour, 176,203; canning, 175,245; 
chemical, 142,263; pumping, 125.943: 
textiles, 252,083 horsepower. Food 
production, manufacture, refrigera- 
tion, etc., is now utilizing almost one 
million horsepower in these 11 west- 
ern states. 

Of this, California uses almost as 
much as the other ten states.

HISTORY'S 
MYSTERIES

“WHO STOLE CHARLEY ROSS? | 
6 ce most famous kidnaping mys- 

tery in America and one which cre- 
ated more interest the world over than 
any other crime of the kind ever com- 
mitted—with the possible exception of 
the loss of some of the children of 
royalty—was the disappearance of 
Charley Ross, yourg son of a Phila- 
delphia family. For nearly half a cen- 
tury the case has baffled the greatest 
detectives of the world and, in spite 
of every effort that has been made, in 
spite of the expenditure of huge sums 
of money, the mystery is as deep to- 
day as it was on July 1, 1874, when 
the boy was first missed. ; 

Christian K. Ross lived in German- 
town, an outlying section of Philadel- 
phia, and Charles was the youngest 
of his five children. At the time of 
his kidnaping, the child was only four 
years old end was playing with his 
brother, Walter, on the sidewalk in 
front of the house. 

Some days previous to the kidnap- 
ing, according to the story which 
Walter Ross told the police, three 
men had spoken to the boys and had 
given them some candy. On July 1, 
these same men drove up in a wagon 
and invited the Ross boys to take a 
ride to the nearest fireworks store, 
The brothers got in and were driven {| 
Some distance to a section of the city 
known as Kensington, where Walter 
Ross was given a quarter and told 
to get out and go into the nearest 
Store to make his purehase. When 
he came out of the store the wagon | 
had disappeared. 

After searching in vain for his broth- 
er for several minutes, Walter Ross 
became alarmed ,and commenced to 
ery. His grief attracted a crowd of 
men and he was taken home, but no 
clue could be discovered as to the 
whereabouts of his brother. The 
Philadelphia police searched every 
part of the city for three days and 
advertisements were placed in the pa- 
pers without success until, on the 
morning of July 4 came a poorly writ- 
ten and ill-spelled letter stating that 
“Charley is all rite, but you will have 
to pay us before yu get him from us 
and pay us big, too.” This letter con- 
cluded with the threat that the boy 
would be instantly killed if any at- 
tempt were made to put the police on 
his trail. 

On July 6 another letter arrived 
demanding $20,000, which Mr. Ross, in 
spite of the protests of the police and 
private detectives, agreed to pay. Ow- 
ing to the watchfulness of the police, 
however, the kidnapers were fright- 
ened and failed to keep the appoint- 
ments which they made with the boy’s 
father, 

Not only all America but Europe 
as well, was now concerned with the 
Ross kidnaping: case and the bright- 
est minds. in the detective forces of 
two continents; joined in the search, 
lured by the sjze of the reward and 
the fame which would accompany an 
actual solution, of the mystery. Re 
ports of the missing boy came from 
all sections of, the country and Mr. 
Ross made more than 200 trips in 
running down clues which proved to 
be false, in add‘cion to spending at 
least $60,000 in his fruitless search. 
Almost up to the present time, men 
who have claimed to be Charley Ross 
have put in their appearance, only to ; 
have their stories shattered by some 
details which fail to mateh in with 
the facts. 

The nearest approach to a solution 
of the mystery was the deathbed con- 
fession of two burglars named Mosher 
and Douglas, but the truth of their 
statements could never be verified be- | 
cause they died before giving an ac- 
curate description of what they had 
done with the boy’s body. 
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Mr, Ross continued the search unti' ; 
his death in 1897, and the boy’s moth- 
er, Who died only a few years ago, al- 
ways maintained that her boy was not | 
dead, but that he would come back 
to her some day. Her belief was never 
however, and the mystery 
of Charley Ross remains one of the 
unsolved riddles of the police depart- | 
ment, the classic case of successful | 
kidnaping to which all others are com- 
pared, 





Field Bugs as Toys. 

The field bugs, known in America as 
June bugs, have resumed their place 
as toys for German children. An ex- 
traordinary flood of the beetles has 
sent hundreds of Berliners into nearby 
forests and fields to catch thousands 
of them and sell them to dealers who, 
in turn, retail them to fond parents 
and children. The bugs sell at ten for 
a mark now, whereas befure the war 
could be bought for a tew 
pfennigs. The dealer makes 800 per 
cent profit, those engaged in catching . 
them declare. Farmers encourage the | 
catching of the bugs as playthings for | 
city children, as they are destructive | 
to the foliage of orchards and vind | 
yards. The unusually large plague of | 
field bugs has revived the custom of | 
catching them for sale for the first 
time since the war. An expert “eatch- 
er” usually brings in about 1,000 bugs | 
a day. They live for about ten days as 
playthings. |
